STRIKES

ICEBERG 



Off the South End of Douglas Island, and 
Foundered in 40 Fathoms of Water 
In Less Than 20 Minutes. 



SIXTY-FIVE PASSENGERS DROWNED 



The steamer Islander, the flagship of 
tin" 0. P. X fleet nnil tin' largest auil 
fastest passenger steamer on tin' Vic- 
toria-Skagway route, collided with au 
iceberg oft' Douglas Island, Alaska, 
while on her way south with the largest 
number of passengers that she lias car- 
ried .since she was replaced on tbe run a 
few months ago, and sank within fifteen 
minutes after striking. Capt. Foote, her 
master, and about 05 persons, including 
passengers and members of her crew, 
were drowned. The steamer left Skag- 
way on the evening of Wednesday hist, 
and was proceeding out of Lynn canal 
■when Lhe collision occurred. Most of 
the passengers and those members ot 
the crew who -were in ihed were rudely 
awakened by the shock. The majority 
got out on deck in time to he saved in 
the boats, which were quickly manned, 
hut a large number went down in their 
staterooms. Some of the survivors ar- 
rived here last evening by tho steamer 
Oueen, which passed over the scene of 
the appalling disaster on the following 
evening, and picked them up at Juneau, 
to which city they had been taken. The 
news came as a terrible blow to the citi- 
zens of Victoria, many of the lost being 
well known and having families in this 
city, and was particularly sudden, as the 
steamer had been expected and many 
wore awaiting her arrival 'when the 
Queen came in with the news. It was 
impossible last night to obtain a com- 
plete list of the dead, as Purser Bishop 
remained at Juneau to attend to the for- 
warding of the passengers and kept the 
ship's papers with him. He sent a let- 
ter to Mr. Vincent, secretary of the com- 
pany, but gave but a»fcw names of those 
who had been lost, and no details of the 
wreck. The officers and passengers who 



came down were likewise unable to give 
uny but u very incomplete list. Tin 
ftory of bow the accident occurred ant 
the experiences of those on board is giv 
ui in interviews with those who arrived 
They all estimate the loss of life at 
about Co, and give the greatest praise to 
the officers for the manner in which they 
acted under the most trying circum- 
stances. Tho officers, on the other 
hand, state thnjt; had the passengers not 
rushed the boats the loss nf life would 
have been very small, if, ill fact, any at 
all were lost. The survivors wore land- 
id on Douglas Island, and the mate 
was sent to Juneau for help, tho steam- 
ers Flossie and Lucy responding and 
taking them to Junsau. 

It is estimated that about ?27i>,000 in 
cwld dust went down with the steamer. 
Of this about $100,000 was carried by 
passengers, Mr. II. Hart, of Dawson, 
who has been mining in tho Klondike 
for some lfl years, having $35,000. A 
small amount of the precious metal was 
saved. Two pokes containing ,'?10,000 
was left in the purser's safe, the balance 
in his possession being returned before 
the steamer sank. 

The city council of Juneau acted in 
harmony with open hearts and level 
heads secured Decker's hall which was 
hastily converted into u lunch room and 
testing place, where cold, nerve-shatter- 
ed unfortunates from tho -wreck could 
warm Up with hot coffee and suitable 
foods. Tho words of commendation and 
gratitude from ithe men and women of 
the rescued party for the opening of 
Juneau homes-, the words of sympathy; 
the extended help in substantial ways, 
proves that the people of Juneau hold 
good the reputation for generosity in 
meeting an emergency of this kind.

P. X. Company, who was in the city 
wben the news of the wreck reached 
here, said in an interview last night, af- 
ter having talked with the officers who 
returned and the passengers: '-The pur- 
ser is remaining in the North to attend 
to the forwarding of the passengers, and 
lie retains the ship's papers. It is there- 
fore impossible to give an exact list ot' 
those lost, but from the fact that 113 
were saved, the number lost cannot be 
as great as has been stated. In 
opinion, the loss of life will not exceed 
20." 

There were 10" passengers on board 
of the steamer when she left Skngway, 
nceording to the be«! authorities; the 
crew numbered 01, and there were four 
or live stowaways, making a total of 
17,'5 people, so nit this rate the loss would 
be 00. Mate Neurotsis said tbe lost 
numbered 05, of whom 10 were mem- 
bers of the crew; three stowaways, four 
passage workers. But others say there 
were more than five stowaways and live 
children, who were on board were not 
on the list.

Capt. Hamilton 1!. Footc, the master 
of tbe steamer Islander, wild was mst 
in the disaster, was born in Dublin, Ire- 
land, in ItviS, and was in the stcamstiip 
service out of European ports for several 
years, afterwards coming to America, 
iind serving on Lake Ontario. It was in 
1SU0 that the Into mariner came to Vic- 
toria, and was in command of the 
si earners X. W. Carter, Spinster and 
Mischief. He commanded the steam 
schooner Mischief when that vessel act- 
ed as tender to the British Columbia 
scaling fleet in the Behring sea, and 
made a. number of trips to Alaska on 
the Mischief. In 1808 he took the Mis 
chief to St. Michael with the first car- 
(;o of British goods, which had been 
landed there since the Russian occupa- 
tion, nearly thirty years before. 

When he went into the C. P. X. ser 
lice, Gapt. Foote was in command of 
the steamer Willapa and other vessels 
on the West Coast route, and during tbe 
rush to Alaska he was transferred to 
one of the vessels operated by the com- 
pany to Lynn canal. He was master 
of the steamer Danube until when the 
fast liner Islander was placed in sexvic 
some months ago, he was given command 
of her. lie had been fortunate hereto- 
fore, the only accident to any steamer in 
which he was in command being the 
stranding of the steamer Danube one 
dark night in Victoria harbor, when that 
vessel struck on the rock now being re- 
moved by the Dominion government em- 
ployees. 

Capt. Foote was a prominent yachts- 
man and had always taken much inter- 
est in yachting matters. lie was the 
first commodore of the Northwestern 
International Yachting Association, 
which is composed of the various chili 
of British Columbia miu Washington, 
ami had held office as treasurer of the 
association. He had offered a special 
prize in connection with the coming ex- 
hibition for the best model of a yucbl 
by a boy under fifteen years of age. He 
was very popular not: only among his 
fellow -mariners and the traveling public, 
who came in connection with him, ljuf 
with all who knew him, and the news of 
bis deiitb will be received with sadness 
by many.

A wid- 
ow, four sons and two daughters, all re- 
sident at Kokisilah, survive. Mr. Keat- 
ing made a fortune in South America, 
and latterly spent his time traveling 
along the Coast, taking up his residence 
at different places for short periods. 
While in Victoria he resided on Doug- 
las street, near Princess Avenue.

Dr. Philips says he went down with 
the steamer and caught hold of some 
wreckage, and finally was found float 
ing with the debris and helped ashore 
where he was resusitated after difficult 
work. When he onoie to, tho bereaved 
Doctor called for his wife and ehild, and 
soon his little girl's body wa.s brought to 
him. lie told Consul Smith that be 
would not leave Juneau until his wife's 
body was brought to him. 

Hon. >,'. A. Belcourt, M. P., from Ot- 
tawa, who was one of tho passengers 
saved from tho wrecked Islander, 
brought down by the steamer Queen, 
says that he had dinner with Dr. John 
Duncan the evening before the calamity 
He had been feeling unwell and was up 
lo midnight, when he saw Capt. Foole 
with a number of other passengers ii 
the dining room. When the accident oc 
eiirred ho was asleep, and the shod 
awoke him and bis friend, Mr. Geor^ 
Bay, of Ottawa. Xo one came to arouse 
them. He says that they could not op 
en the door of their room and had to 
break their way out through their win 
dow. 'Mr. Belcourt jumped into th( 
lifeboat from tho upper deck and for- 
tunately alighted safely. Both he and 
Mr. Bay did yeoman service in restoring 
tho persons rescued from the icy water, 

Passengers who nrrived on the steamer 
Queen say that as the tide returned on 
Thursday morning after the disaster, n 
law quantity of debris from tho wreck 
arose to the surface, and drifted on the 
shore. The wreckage included parts of 
the cabin floor and staterooms, also 
trnnks and baggage. 

The 'Indiana were early on hue], and 
with axes they smashed trunks, stole 
articles of value and carried off boat 
loads of valuables, no one caring to stop 
them. 

While the Queen was en route down 
to Victoria, n concert wns given on

PASSENGERS' EXPERIENCES. 
Some Men Left Their Gold and Olli- 
i'pn Tried to Take It. 

V numlier of the- passengers tell of 
thrilling experiences during the disaster 
the Island. Mr. A. Brumbauer of 
Portland, who was bringing out 
satchel which contained $14,- 
DIM) in Klondike gold, rushed up on 
to the upper deck when the boat was 
settling by the head, and Capt. Foote 
told him that there was little danger. 
Soon, though, there was a rush for the 
boats, and when ho was boarding the 
lifeboat he was afraid to throw his sat- 
fhel of gold down from the deck into the 
boat before sliding down into a place, 
''or fear thnt the weight of the gold 
would slave a hole through the bottom 
of the lifeboat, and thus cause the loss 
of the lives of those who were in the 
boat as well as loosing his own chnnces 
of safety. He concluded to abandon his 
gold, and dropping his satchell on the 
deck, he slid down into the water und 



was hauled into the boat, thankful to 
have his life saved, though he lost his 
gold. 

Sain Startem, a Winnipegger, also 
dropped a satchel laden with $4,000 in 
gold, and a friend Inst his portmanteau 
with .f,*5,000 in gold in it, and ench es- 
enped to tell the story, while one man 
who had just come out from the Klon- 
dike—his name cannot be learned— is re- 
ported to have taken his portmanteau 
from the care of Purser Bishop and with 
his grip containing gold dust amounting 
to over forty thousand dollars grasped 
firmly in his hands, jumped from the 
sinking steamer to tho boat lying close 
by, and failing to reach tho bout, In; 
went down together with his treasure 
to rise no more.

North by way of St. Miehae! in June, 
said that be was awakened by a steward 
shortly after two o'clock and went on 
deck. There was a large crowd of peo- 
ple around the boats, but they were very 
orderly and there was nothing like a 
panic. He saw that there was no po.ssi- 
blc Chance for him there, and securing 
iLWo life belts, which he buckled on, he 
went forward witli four or live otiiers 
and launched a life-raft. As tney were 
pulling it over the .rail a man jumped 
"ii. but they compelled him to get off, 
and then get the raff in the water with- 
out difficulty. About fourteen people 
got on the raft. When they left lhe 
ship there was fully feet ot water 
over her forecastle' ilecn. Jtney slioved 
clear about YJ. feet, when they heard a 
noise like a slight explosion. He does 
not think the boilers exploded, lor there 
was not enough wreckage in sight. Tin.' 
raft drifted towards tin: stern of the 
ship about 2Ti feet, when the stern was 
lilted high in the air, fully 2~> feet, and 
'.he ship slid forward and went down 
bow foremost This movement of the 
ship kept the raft Jrom being dragged 
down Willi the suction of the sinking 
vessel. The raft was very deep in the 
ual.er and kept swinging and tilting, but 
every one managed to hold on. They 
were in the writer about two hours, when 
a beat came out am! took them ashore. 
They saw another raft with about eight 
ptople on it, and they were all saved. 
One of the people on this raft said that 
In- saw the captain jump from the ship 
as she was going down. The night was 
somewhat foggy, so much so Unit they 
could not see the land from the ship, al- 
though it wa.s oniy three-quarters of a 
mile away. The boats were able to 
Iind their way ashore 'by the sound of a 
little waterfall. When they were on the 
rait an iceberg .passed them, but he does 
not think It was tho one the steamer 
struck-. It was about six feet high and 
twelve feet long, lie heard one man say 
that he lost ,?50,000 in gold. He did not 
think the ship remained afloat twenty- 
five minutes after he wns awakened. 

A sad incident was that of a man and 
his wife, who had been some years in 
tlie Yukon, and had amassed a little 
fortune, which they were coining out to 
enjoy. When the boats were being 
launched, the lady was taken in, but 
there was absolutely no room for the 
husband. He went down with the ship. 
She was saved with the others in the 
boats, but had absolutely nothing left 
but her night clothes. 

On the morning after the wreck a door 
drifted ashore with a little dead child 
holding to it. The little one had a life 
belt on.

Captain LeBlanc Who Was On the Bridge At 
the Time Tells His Story of the 
Appalling Disaster. 



THE PASSENGERS RUSH THE LIFEBOAIS 



Capt. LnBlauc, pilot of the wrecked 
Islander, wdio was on the bridge and in 
charge of the steamer at the time of the 
wreck, tells of the disaster as follows: 
He says the steamer left Skagway lit 
0:80, Skagway time, 7:30 Victoria time, 
and although it was blowing strong, and 
dark, and a bit cloudy, it WHS a good 
night for traveling. The stars could be 
n through tbe gaps in the clouds— 
in fact, it was a fairly good night. The 
Islander was going along at nearly full 
speed, making fourteen knots. At 2:.'!0 
in the morning of Thursday, the 
loth, without any warning whatever, 
■hi: struck a piece of ice, how large it is 
impossible to say, for no one saw it. The 
officers had expected to meet ice, but, 
lid Capt. LaBlane, like all others run- 
ning steamers to Alaskan ports, they 
figured that any piece of ice that could 
not be seen could not do any damage 
tc speak of. 

Capt. LaBlane was standing on the 
starboard side of the Islander's bridge 
it the time of tbe accident with bis night 
lasses, and was looking along tne 
steamer's course for ice. Just before the 
steamer struck he had seen a pieco of 
ico on the starboard how and bad clear- 
ed her, nnd wns looking for any other 
bergs that might be there, but nothln 

to be seen of any ice, and not until 
the vessel struck wns he aware of th 
proximity of the ice. He did not see the 
ice after tho vessel struck. As soon as 
the crush occurred, he rushed to the port 
ide of the bridge, but snw nothing, for 
tiie small berg which brought death in 
ts wake for many of those on the steam- 
r, had completely disappeared under tin 
vessel. The crash was not a heavy one — 
in fact, Mr. LaBlane says, he has struck 
logs which have caused more concussion 
Capt. LaBlane immediately rang for 
(lie engines to be stopped, and hardly 
aid he done so when Capt Foote came 
mining on to the bridge from bis room- 
Capt. Foote bad been below. Soon :if- 
Capt. Foote reached the bridge the 
night wmtchman ran up from the lower 
leek ond reported thnt the steamer was 
making water forward, ' 
Capt. LaBlane asked the watchman 
the steamer was making much water, 
ami the watchman said, "She is filling!" 
Capt. LaBlane describes what happen- 
d then as follows: 

I realized thaft we must put tin 
learner ashore at once, and after order- 
■s. the helm hard a-starhoard, I rang for 
both engines to go full speed ahead. As 
I did so. 1 told Capt. Foote that it was 
our only chance to put her on tho beach, 
('apt. Footte did not seem to realize the 
ihiugor, and be said to me, 'I don't think 
we'll bench her here, for the beach is too 
steep. We'll run her back to Hilda Bay, 
:oid the ship can be saved if we put her 
on there.' 

"Seeing at that time that the .steamer 
was settling down by tlie head. I urged 
Capt. Foote not to go to Hilda Bay, but 
lo beach the steamer right where she 
was, which was about three-quarters of 
n mile, or it may have been a. mile, from 
shore, on tbe east end of the south shore 
of Douglas Island, ('apt. Foote, though, 
seemed to think that the vessel anight 
he got to tbe better beach at Hilda Bay, 
but then seeing for Himself how the 
steamer was taking water, he ordered 
her to Ithe beach at once. 

"When he saw how she was settling, 
and he made up bis mind to go ashore, 
several minutes had been lost, for after 
1 had rung to the engines for full speed 
ahead, they bad been stopped again. 
Then when Capt. Foote decided to put 
the vessel on the bench. I rang fur full 
speed ahead again, but the steamer had 
■taken too much water, and she "was so 
Touch down by tbe head by reason of 
the incoming water that her stern was 
thrown high up and she would not an- 
swer her helm. She ran around, not an- 
swering the helm at all. 

"I heard the mate's voice on the up- 
per deck about then, and I called to 
him. 'Clear away the boats!' He an- 
swered, nnd began to obey 'tbe order im- 
nediately. I went to his assistance as 
quickly as possible, and all bands there, 
two mates and a sailor, assisting, we 
quickly got the boats out. 

'There was a rush of pnssengerfs to 
the- upper deck. All were excited'. They 
at once took a hand in the work of get 
ring the boats out nnd the majority of 
the men rushed the boats. There was 
no thought for the women or children, 
but these -men rushed to the boats nnd 
cut away .tho tackles and ropes and 
crowded into the boats. Had there not 
been such a rush of passengers, I be- 
lieve that we would have saved tho mn- 



jority it' not all of the passengers, al- 
though the tune was short. There was 
room for all, though, in the boats and 
on the raffs, and had the passengers 
not acted on the principle of every man 
lor himself, as the majority did, the tale 
of dead would probably not have been 
mi large, They clambered along the 
chains, loosed nwny tho tackle, and 
crowding in, were eagerly shouting,; 
'push off!' , 
"I saw one fellow, I don't know who 
lie was, waving a hatchet and threaten- 
ing to kill anybody who attempted to 
crowd into the boat which he was stand- 
ing by. There was much excitement on' 
both main and upper decks. 

"As for the crew, they behaved well, 
indeed. They could not have behaved 
better. Capt- Foote did not leave tho 
bridge until the water practically lifted 
him off. All thought of the passengers 
and looked to their safety before seek- 
ing to save themselves. Tho boats wero. 
all got off safely without any being in- 
jured or swamped, i 
"The steamer was then fast going" 
down by the head, and after the boats 
hnd left the steamer, wc got out tho 
two rnfts, which were left on tho upper 
deck. We turned our attention to these- 
ami one we launched over the port sido- 
forward, and the other was thrown over 
the starboard quarter aft. All the peo- 
ple left on board by the departed boats 
made u rush for the raft.s. On the for- 
ward raft on which I was there wera 
about 25 people. 

"I did not get on to the Tuft until sho' 
had been launched. She got away from 
the steamer before I could get. a life 
belt, nnd while I was running to secure- 
a life preserver, the forward part of tho 
steamer went under, carrying away the- 
raft. I then launched myself from tho 
steamer's side and swam out to tho ntft. 
This raft wns very much overloaded 
and upset several times. Capt. Fcfitc- 
was on the forward part of the raft, 
while I and .Second Mute Towcll were 
hanging on to tlie stern. Steward Simp- 
son was with Capt. Foote, and I did not 
see them after the raft upset, and do noit. 
know whether they regained the rnffc,. 
for I, together with Second Mate Pow- 
ell, left the raft and struck out: through 
the water in search for wreckage of 



something else to support ourselves, 
Powell went in one direction and I in 
the other. I found a piece of wreckage 
big enough to support six men, nnd I 
was so badly exhausted that I nearly 
failed to get on top of it. Ultimately,, 
though, I managed to do so. I don't 
know how long I wa.s in the water, but 
when I ciimbed lqi on the wreckage I 
noticed that it was i-.hen daylight. 

"While I hail been fighting for my 
life in getting on board the wreckage, 
it seems that a boat had put out 'to- 
wards tne, and when I was on .the tim- 
ber 1 snw it coming. It. itook .me off and 
landed me ashore with the other sur- • 
livers, and with them we were well 
taken care of by the people. 

"I sent Mate Neurotsis to Juneau in 
one of the steamer's lifeboats, and later, 
retiring that he would loose his way in 
'.'lie fog then prevailing, I despatched 
Capt. Charles Harris, the well known 
scaling man, who had been in command 
"f a river steamer, and was homohound 
to Victoria, to Juneau, with a boat's- 
crew. On the arrival of the boats at 
Junenu the steamers Flossisp and Lucy 
were despatched to our assistance and 
we were all taken to Juneau. Tlie peo- 
ple of Juneau were very good 'to us, 
supplying us with clothing, food nnd beti- 
ding, and resusitated the sufferers front, 
exhaustion. 

"As far as I can judge from the mini- 
:er in which the steamer acted when 
she did not answer her helm, the Is- 
lander went down in about 2.3 fathoms of 
water. Soon after we left her she 
foundered, and as she went down tnerc- 
vas a rush of 9 nir nnd water, which car- 
ried away the woodwork and threw up 
a cloud of debris. T do not think the 
boilers exploded. Tho splintered wood- 
work thrown up would undoubtedly be 
caused by the rush of air 'and water 
through the steamer as she went down. 
Tho ice which sunk her struck her on the 
forward port bow. just nt the water- 
tight bulkhead, and carried away tho 
bulkhead. She foundered in, I should 
judge, about eighteen or twenty minutes. 
I did not learn lefinitely how tunny wero- 
dead, lux in looking over the fist's at 
Juneau with the purser, we figured that 
tho lost must number about 41 or 42." 

Capt. Le Blanc is confined to his bed 
as a result of the privations endured by 
him at the time of the disaster.

It is true, in theory, that the pay of the 
army lias little to do with the men of 
the navy; also that the men are paid on 
a totally different system; but. in prac- 
tice, the him jacket, stoker, or marine is 
keenly alive to the wages of his military 
contemporary, and draws his compari- 
sons. The pay of the A. ]'.. is Is. 7(1. a 
day, out of which wage he has to supply 
oi- own uniforms and supplement the 
service ration by a private contribution 
of about -Id. II day. We have no data 
for estimating here the exact cosl of the 
bluejacket's uniforms. The primary out- 
lay is not less than £120, and perhaps the 
upkeep may he put at aboul £S a year. 
In view of these expenses, it might fairly 
he argued that the men of the Royal 
Navy arc even worse paid than soldiers 
of corresponding rank; indeed, il is 
often so argued hy the men themselves. 
If. then. I he government should ul'i- 
malely decide to raise the pay of the 
soldier, the admiralty is nol unlikely to 
be confronted with an agitation through- 
out the lleet for similar concessions. 
Such an agitation, conducted in the or- 
thodox manner, would certainly have 
public support, and would, we think, be 
approved by the country at large.

What literature we 
might issue for that purpose would b( 
lost amid the mass of similar matter is 
sued by near-by points. We can best 
reach those communities by illustrated 
articles in newspapers and magazine 
But the people we can reach and whom 
we ought to try and reach are those who 
live within a radius of n thousand miles-

mer. Every one will admit that. When 
we make such a statement we nre upon 
very solid ground. Therefore let an ef- 
fort be made to address ourselves to 
such people, ami we will find, as Col. 
Sellers would say, that "there's millions 
in it." 



WRECK OF THE ISLANDER. 

Not since the bridge disaster lias such 
n wave of horror gone over the com- 
munity as that which swept over it last 
night, when word was brought down by 
ithe Queen that the Islander had gone 
down and with her many precious liven. 
This is by far the worst marine acci 
dent in the history of the Northwest 
Coast during the last twenty years, and 
for one equal to it in loss of life and 
property, we must go back to thait of the 
Pacific off Cape Flattery in the 70's. 

As the list is yet incomplete, it is im- 
possible to say how many Victoria fam- 
ilies have been bereaved by this catas- 
trophe. A peculiarly sad case is that of 
Mrs. Ross, her daughter and niece. Sh 
was the wife of Commissioner Ross of 
the Yukon, and only recently went North 
to visit him. 

At this writing it is impossible to say 
anything more than give expression to 
the feeling of sympathy felt by every 
one with the families of the unfortun- 
ate people who met death so unexpected- 
ly. Comment upon the accident would be 
olcarly nut of place at this time. 
There will, of course, be an investiga- 
tion- So far as all nceounits go, there 
soem« to have been us little confusion as 
could be expected under such circum- 
stances, ami the crew and officers appear 
lo have done their duty as British sea- 
men. 



VICTORIA AS A RESORT. 
; 

There is' nt present in this city a Port- 
land gentleman nnd his family, and he 
brought his horse and carriage -.\itli 
him, because he had heard so much of 
the excellence of the roads around this 
city. He has tried them and found them 
equal tu the represent a t Inns made, and 
he new expresses the opinion that if the 
e'tj were better known, it would re- 
ceive ii very large influx of visitors every 
Slimmer, who would come, not simply to 
stay over between boats, but to remain 
foi a time with us. That this is sound 
sense cannot be denied. Very many peo- 
ple make the mistake of supposing that 
every one in the Pacific Northwest 
knows all about Victoria, but that is no! 
the case. So large a proportion of the 
population of this part of the world 
is made up of new-comer-; that the ma- 
jority of the people do not even know 
the facts about, their own towns. An 
other idea very commonly held is that 
Great Britain, Eastern Canada .and the 
Eastern States are the places where the 
advantages of Victoria as a resort 
should he advertised. The representa- 
tive of a number of United States rail- 
ways, acting in combination to build up 
tourist travel, once said that they ex- 
pected to get the most of their business 
from localities within twenty-four hours' 
ride of the places advertised. The rea- 
sons given wen? several. One was the 
matter of expense, for the majority of 
people have to consider expense in pro 
viding for n summer outing. Another is 
the length of the railway journey, for 
many people do not care to take a long 
ride by rail. Another is the fact that 
business men, in taking a short, holi- 
day, do not care to lie ton far away from 
their business. They like to be within 
tall. Very many business men prefer 
in the summer to send their families 
away, remaining in town themselves for 
u part, of the week and going down to 
pee them on Friday, stopping over Sun 
day. 'Prose considerations are taken in 
to account by the great majority of peo- 
ple when making up their minds where 
they will take their summer outing.

VICTORIA'S POP U L ATIO N .

This remark applies to 
those people who reside along OaU Hay 
a i,i I cast of Foul May read; to the rt-si- 
lonts on and near the Boleskin and Gar- 
bally roads; tu the people living' beyond 
Pino street in Victoria West, and to 
very many other surburban residents. In- 
deed in considering Victoria as a centre 
of population and business, it is correct 
enough tu include the whole district be- 
tween Victoria West and the Navy Yard. 
If these items are added to the popula- 
tion uf the city proper, we fancy that the 
total would nut fall much, if any, short 
uf thai of Vancouver. Some additions 
must also be made for omissions on the 
part of the enumerators. In saying these 
things we do not wish to raise any contro- 
versy as tu Which is the more important 
centre, Victoria or Vancouver. That is 
quite immaterial. ' What we aim at is 
to impress upon our readers that, the 20,- 
S-) returned by the census as the popu- 
lation of the city only is intended to em- 
brace those who at the time of taking 
the census slept within the limits of the 
municipality. When the population bul- 
letin has been received, we shall be aide 
to cast a little niorj light upon this point.

SWEDENBORG. 

A writer in a recent issue of Harper's 
Magazine mentions* that Swedenborg 
suggested the nebular theory before La- 
place gave it out to the world, and the 
scientific world began to think about it 
and regard it as the explanation of the 
existence of the stellar universe in its 
present form. This leads us to think 
that n reference to this very extra- 
ordinary man may not be without inter- 
est. Emanuel Swedenborg was born in 
Stockholm in 1GSS, and died in 1772. lie 
was one of the most remarkable men of 
his time. In his childhood he had the 
advantage of the example and guidance 
of his father, a learned and pious bishop, 
and he himself received the best educa- 
tion open to men in his country, then as 
now the seat of excellent colleges. He 
was a tine scholar in J>atin, Greek and 
Hebrew, but his favorite study was 
mathematics. He paid great attention 
to natural science and engineering, was 
an authority on mining nnd was the in- 
ventor of a method for the transporta- 
tion of boats and galleys overland for 
use nt tile seige of Frederiekshall. He 
was a prolific author. Honors were 
showered on him and any line of activity 
which ho might choose was open to him. 
He traveled in all parks of Europe and 
was intimate witli all the best minds of 
die day. After reaching his fortieth 
year he engaged in speculations regard- 
ing the nature of the Universe, and 
from that he passed on to the consider- 
ation of the relation of mind to matter, 
endeavoring to solve the first by mathe- 
matical and the last by anatomical 
Indies- This period of research occu- 
pied several years, but after finding, as 
ali must, that there is no finality tu such 
investigations, he surprised his contem- 
poraries by claiming to speak under 
divine inspiration. 

I lis father had claimed tu have inter- 
course with angels, and as a boy Sweden- 
borg himself was said to talk with them, 
hut in his fifty-sixth year he declared 
that he had a vision in which a spirit ap- 
peared tu him, saying: "1 am God the 
I.urd, the Creator and Redeemer of the 
world. I have chosen thee to upheld the 
spiritual sense of the Holy Scripture and 
Myself will dictate tu thee what thou 
Shalt write." Shortly after this he re- 
signed bis otllcial position in connection 
with the mines and devoted hillisi If tu 
the study of the Bible and the Hebrew 
language. He produced many books, 
the principal being Arcana Celestia, an 
S-vulunie quart", every word of which 
lie claimed lo have received by direct in- 
spiration from the Lord. 

His method of life was simple and he 
was frequently in trances. He paid no 
attention to the distinction between day 
and night, working or resting just when 
he felt like doing so. His manner was 
gentle, ami he was beloved by all who 
knew him. He claimed to have inter- 
course with spirits nnd to have entered 
into an unseen world that he taught sur- 
rounds the visible one. His theosophic 
system teaches that the essence of God 
is love, and His manifestation wisdom, 
lie claimed that there are two worlds, 
one material and the other spiritual, both 
governed by the same laws ami both 
similar in their constitution. All things 
originate and end in Cod; the influences 
affecting them are in the spiritual world; 
the effects are seen in the material 

world. The consummation of human ex- 
istence is to become in perfect conjunc- 
tion with the material world, the spiritu- 
al world, and with love, which is the es- 
sence of tied. lie taught the divinity of 
Christ, but denied the doctrine of the 

atonemt nt. 

Swedenborg established his Church of 
the New Jerusalem in 1757, when he 
claimed the last judgment took place. 
Cor some years after his death his doc- 
trines had considerable vogue, but the 
numerical strength uf tin' church was 
never great. There are about 10,000 
Swedenborgians in tin- L'nited Kingdom, 
and a somewhat less number in the L'nit- 
ed Stales. There are also congregations 
ii. must European countries, but proba- 
bly -lo.DiiO would I"' an outside esti- 
mate uf the total nnmhi r uf pi rsons pro- 
fessing this faith at the present lime. It 



which we have seen in religious matters 
during tho last few ceuturies, it ceases 
to bo a matter of surprise that iu the 
course of thousands of years mankind 
may have drifted far from high ideals of 
God and human duty. Wo do not care to 
draw conclusions from fragmentary 
data, but we think we see a reason to be- 
lieve that the decadence of nations has 
been synchronous with their departure 
from -a simple faith in Cod and the re- 
cognition of His fatherhood.

They have the valuable 
asset of an established trade-name, and the 
products of this continent, when sent 
abroad, are commonly known as "Ameri- 
can," and assumed to eome from the L'nit- 
ed States, with the natural result that It 
Is to the United States the buyers look 
for a furlier supply of the same class uf 
goods. In the second place, the United 
States bv reason of Its seventy million peo- 
ple, has a larger home market for its mun- 
nfacturerers. win. can produce en a larger 
scale ami have always on hand a greater 
bulk of surplus products for export. In the 
third place, we have no efficient means of 
transportation, and are severely handicap- 
ped by reason of the trade route to Aus- 
tralia bolus by wav of tlie United States, 
our lumber trade In particular having suf- 
fered thereby. Surely the best way In 
which we could even things up would lie by 
obtaining better terms than our competi- 
tors in the markets of Australia and Now 
Zealand, ami the best way to obtain these 
terms would be by offering like terms In 
exchange. There never was a bettor time 
than this for securing unrestricted trade 
reciprocity with Australia and New Zea- 
land, nor Is there a better Instance of aa

There are troublous 
times ahead fur civilization- The world 
was never in greater need of salvation 
than today, and can find it only in the 
principles of the Gospel of Christ.

eternal punishment. He frankly admit- 
ted that he could see no other reason 
why the Gospel should bo preached to 
such a people as tin- Chinese. If we go 
a couple of centuries further back we 
find men committing tlie most awful 
atrocities in the name of the religion of 
Christ. Such things as this show that 
religious faith takes itM external char- 
acter from its environment, and we may. 
reasonably conclude that what is true 
of Christianity has been true of every 
other religion professed by mankind. The 
germ of truth may be present, but the 
external manifestations may be complete- 
ly at variance with it. When not very 
long ago some one unearthed in the ruins 
of an ancient city in the Euphrates (Val-

TRADE WITH AUSTRALIA. 
Sir.— It was good to rend In yesterday's 
Colonist (August Kit hb that Canadian ex- 
ports to Australia had Increased tlftv per 
cent, the onlv article In which there had 
been a decline bclne flour, a commodity 
with which in a good year. Australia should 
be able to supply her own demand. Satis- 
factory as the present state of things would 



occasion where patriotism and material In- 
terest mi band in hand. Three of tho new- 
est countries In the world with boundless 
scope and promise are rapidly trowing to- 
gether under the same Hag. How can they 
tie better engaged than In the profitable 
undertaking of helping each other to grow'.' 
Large as the Australasian trade with Am- 
erica Is there bus been a shrinkage during 
the last two or three years brought about 
by tho heavy American tariff. Australia, 
and to a less extent. New Zealand, have a 
fiscal policy like our own. raising revenue 
from duties on Imports. If we gave them 
access to our market, which they 
ed by our neighbors, and obtained 
the same privilege In their,-, we ought to 
be able to practically drive the Americans 
out of their markets In many articles of 
commerce, with a eroitt Increase iu the 
total volume of our trade ns a result. The 
A nst nil In us are great buyers of agricultural 
Implements, and at the present time we 
supply almost exactly one-half, the United 
stales the other. With n preference lu 
their markets, is there any reason why we 
should not supply the whole amount? 1 
give this extract from a recent work on 
New Zealand (and the facts are equally 
true of Australia), to Illustrate my mean- 
ing: "The farmer makes the road to Ids 
farm with an American pick and shovel; 
be puts In his wheat with an American drill 
lie reaps It with nil American reaper ami 
binder, he pumps tile water for bis harvest 
hands through an American pump, he takes 
his wheat to a mill where the most intrl- 
ate mnch'nerv Is American, he drives round 
town In buggy that Is mostly American, 
his timber Is cut with nn American ax. the 
hammer that drove the nails In bis house 
was an American hammer, bis saw was 
American, and Ids wheat rolls Into Wel- 
lington behind nn American locomotive." 
Willi unrestricted reciprocity we should 
probably read "Onnnc]l«u" whereever "Am- 
erican" occurs. In iiulp nnd lumber we 
nraeilcaliv do not compete, but with a dis- 
tinct preference In Australasian markets, 
we ought to corral both these trades and 
the much talked of tiulp factory would 
spring up on Vancouver Island. Another 
effect of this policy would be to stimulate 
shipbuilding In this province, and chance 
the centre of western commerce. Victoria, 
not San I'riinelseo. should he the headutiart- 
rs of shipping on the Pacific const. The

The audience were greatly pleased with 
the quotation, both for Its aptness and Its 
Intrinsic merit, hut were unite Ignorant of 
tlie authorship of the poem. Subsequent 
Imuilry of Mr. Chamberlain elicited the fact 
that all he knew of the nocm was that It 
bad been published bv the Toronto Mall 
and Empire, curly In the war. and that be 
thought it was "anonymous." The Toron- 
to Mall and Empire has since explained 
that the poem containing this stanza was 
published in the Issue of that paper for 
December Ofh. 1809: and it republishes an- 
other good stnn/.n of the same poem, us 
follows : 

Longer than ocean's leagues It comes and 

louder than Its foam, 
"The Motherland Is calling us— we're want- 
ed, boys, at home! 
To light the Empire's battles, to wear the 

English rose" 
And clnrton-llkc nnd clearer still It 

gathers as it grows. 
"Take us!" their manhood cries as one: 

"we heed not limb nor life!" 
"Take them, they're yours, we grudge them 

not," cry mother, sister, wife. 
"Ten thousand men to fight for you of Brit- 
ish blond nnd breed. 
Aye twice ten time" ten thousand shall be 

with you If you need. 
We nre us staunch ns brave Natal, that 

bears the battle's brunt. 
In gear and gold, and Bide by side, fights 
with you at the front." 
Our Toronto contemporary, however, can- 
not claim the authorship of tlu ' Poem 
either for Itself or for any one on this side 
of the water, and adds that It came from 
n London paper, and "Is part of a poem 
that was recited by a well-known actress 
at one of the entertainments given In aid 
of the Bed Cross."
